TEXT: 1. IN LATE OCTOBER 1984, LEADERS OF THE ARGENTINE 

REVOLUTIONARY WORKERS’ PARTY/REVOLUTIONARY ARMY OF THE PEOPLE 
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(PRT/ERP) IN EXILE IN NICARAGUA SPELLED OUT THEIR POLICY OF 
NON- V OILENCE* THROUGH INSTRUCTIONS CONTAINED IN A LETTER BROUGHT 
TO PRT/ERP MEMBERS IN ARGENTINA BY A COURIER. THE LEADERS 
POINTED OUT THAT, DURING A RECENT PRESS CONFERENCE IN MANAGUA, 
PRT/ERP LEADER ENRIQUE C(GORKIARAN)) MERLO HAD STATED PUBLICLY 
THAT THE PART/ERP WOULD USE ARMS ONLY IN SELF-DEFENSE. THEY 
WENT ON TO SAY THE ACQUISITION OF ARMS AND MONEY IS EXCLUSIVELY 
UNDER THE CONTROL OF THE PRT/ERP LEADERSHIP. FINALLY, THEY

3. THE "MONTONEROS" ARE PLANNING A MAJOR RALLY OR DEMONSTRATION 
FOR 26 OCTOBER, AND THE POSSIBILITY EXISTS THAT THIS .ACTIVITY COULD 


LEAD TO-PROBLEMS, IN PART BECAUSE OF INTERNAL DIFFICULTIES WHICH 


HAVE ARISEN IN 


MOVEMENT AS A RESULT OF THE ARREST OF FIRMENICH. 
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
